Hwang et al (2002/01 15464) shows the use of an IFHT to decode Reed-Muller codes, Kim et al (2003/0043888) 
shows the use of an IFHT to decode Reed-Muller codes with puncturing, Hwang et al (2003/01 181 19) and Kim et 
al (2004/0170121) show the use of an IFHT to decode Walsh codes and Matsumoto et al (2004/0148552) shows 
decoding received symbols of a block code having calculation of symbol positions (de-interleavers 205-n and 212-n 
in Fig. 3) and having accumulation and storage of reception symbols (combination circuit 213 in Fig. 3). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the cited references teach or 
faily suggest relocating each of the n reception symbols according to information from an IHFT based block code 
decoder as in applicants' claims 1-28 or calculating symbol positions with a symbol arranging unit which 
accumulating reception symbols and relocating the reception symbols at the calculated symbol positions as in 
applicants' claims 29-36.
